In the absence of legislative action 
on the part of one or more of the 
provinces, the Dominion Government 
jhas not made any effort to organize 
}a@ rural credits board and, in other 
Ways, prepare to put the legislation of 
| last session into operation. 
| The statute provides that before 
,the rural credits board may function 
in any province, that province must 
|pass the Rural Credits Act. Any 
doubts which might exist as to the 
right of the Dominfon to control the 
scheme hinges upon concurrent legis- 
| lation. 

So far the provinces have not had 
an opportunity to enter the scheme. 
{When the statute was passed prae- 
|tleally all of the provincial legisla- 
| ture had prorogued until 1928, 

Only one province has indicated an 
intention of coming into the scheme, 
and that is Alberta. None of the oth- 
jers has expressed an opinion. 
| Offictals of the Finance Department 
| stated that nothing would be 
; until one of the provinces enacted the 
sary legislation and that the cen- 
| tral board and the rest of the organiz 
‘ation would then be set up.

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Establishing ‘Brain 7 Pantheon” 


Idea Of Russian Professor Approved 
By Soviet Government 

Death will not bring privacy and 
peace to the brains of the illustrious 
citizens of Russia, if thelr kinsmen 
submit to a plan approved by the So- 
viet Government. 

The plan, already partially In oper- 
ation, calls for the establishment of a 
“brain pantheon,” where the cerebral 
tissue of deceased celebrities will be 
kept, Ike goldfish, in glass bowls at- 
tached to which will be gold plates 
telling whose brain is inside and 
what its pecullarities are. But be- 
fore the brains are so displayed, they 
will be dissected, microscopically ex- 
amined and their characteristics tab- 
ulated In the hope that they may thus 
continue to serve humanity after 
death. 

The “brain pantheon” is the idea of 
Professor Vladmir Bechterev, psychla- 
trist and hypnotist, who told the As- 
soclated Press that the brains of the 
three Russian celebrites are already 
in his care and that Feodor Challapin 
has willed his brain to the new instt- 
tution, 

The brains of Anton Rubenstein, 
jfamous pianist and composer, who 
died in 1894; Dmitri Mendeleef, na- 
turalist and chemist, whose work on 
periodic law brought him world fame 
before his death in 1907; and Alexan- 
der Dohni, writer, jurist and ranking 
member of the Academy of Science, 
who died last September, form the nu- 
cleus of the pantheon. 

Explaining the purposes of the pan- 
theon, Professor Bechterev said: “Our 
brain pantheon sets itself two aims. 
| First, to preserve the brains of immor- 


jtals as sacred relics, thus satisfying | 


| the emotions; second, to study the re 
jlation between high gifts and th 
jformation of brain cells and slandular 
| secretions.”

Wheat 

Sir Henry Rew, world-famous grain 
expert in the Financial Times, reviews 
the world grain trade changes and 
says the war’s disturbance of interna- 
tlonal commerce was especially mark- 
ed in the grain trade, and that never 
again will the flow of grain from ex- 
porting to importing countries return 
to the old grooves.

Soviets Withdraw Concessions and 

Famous Explorer Loses Heavily 

Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, famous explor- 
er and humanitarian, has been wean- 
}ed from his early sympathy with the 
Soviets by the treatment which he re- 
cently received at their hands. Dr. 
Nansen who was appointed High 
Commissioner to Russia by the League 
of Nations, devoted his Nobel Prize 
award of 120,000 Swedish -erowns, 
with $100,000 he had collected, to ef- 
forts to improve the condition of the 
Russian peasants, 

With the object of teaching them 
modern farming methods, he obtain- 
ed from the Soviet governments in the 
Dnieper and Saratof regions conces- 
sions of land, upon which he founded 
model farms, with the latest equip- 
ment in machinery and tools. ‘The 
Nansen stations soon began to pay 
their way, 
of regarding them as useful object les- 
sons, saw in them a scheme to deprive 
them of their own lands. 

When Dr. Nansen began to exploit 
a sandpit on his property on the 
Dnieper the local authorities inflicted 
such a heavy fine for not asking pre- 
vious permission to work the pit that 
he was obliged to cease work on his 
farms temporarily to come to some 
arrangement, The Soviet authorities 
took the suspension as an excuse for 
withdrawing the concessions, and Dr. 
| Nansen lost not only his money but 
several years of hard work, as wall.
